The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
of record discloses or suggests a method for treating an intervertebral disc including the steps of 
delivering an introducer into or adjacent the disc, extending a guide wire from the distal end of 
the introducer and positioning it within the disc, attaching the distal portion of the guide wire to 
an inner wall of the disc, and advancing a probe along the guide wire within the disc.
